As per Applicant's amendments to claim 1 , which, Applicant argues, attempts to overcome the rejections of claims 1-4 under 35 U.S.C. 
112, second paragraph, for being indefinite. Examiner respectfully disagrees. Although claim 1 now clearly recites that the continuing 
medical education credit will be provided and that it does result from the consultation represented by the comment. Examiner notes that 
dependent claims 3 and 4, which depend from claim 1, have not been amended, and continue to recite "if the first physician passes the 
examination, providing the continuing medical education credit." As such, it remains unclear how a credit can be provided in the 
independent claim and yet not be provided in the dependent claim, i.e. if the physian does not pass the examination. Accordingly, the 
rejections of claims 1-4 under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, still stands..
